The New Garrard. 

This is the name adopted .for the 
hotel now being built. Poeple who 
have traveled and know what they are 
talking about, say this will be the 
finest hotel they ever saw in a country 
town. It is, undoubtedly, the biggest 
and most convenient in this section of 
the state. Messrs Ryan, the contract- 
ore, have had much trouble in getting 
material, and, consequently, have been 
much delayed, but the building will 
be ready for occupancy within the next 
six Meeks or two months. - The com* 
pany has not yet rented the building 
to anyone, though they have many 
applications. They will exercise much 
caution in making the contract with 
a renter and use all precaution to keep 
out any renter who is not a ^first-class 
hotel man, and one who will endeavor 
to starve out his patrons. Unless 
they do get a man who "will feed" 
they will soon find the building a 
white elephant, as the traveling pub- 
lic will hunt a place where they can 
get good victuals well prepared. Ken- 
tuckians, especially, will never patron 
ize a place where "short rations" are 
served. Its all well enough to rent to 
"a northern man" but If the renter 
wints to build up the bouse he must 
give "Kentucky" feed to his guests. 
See that he sets a good table, breth- 
ren, and you will soon find "The New 
Garrard" a paying Investment. 



From the telegram sent here last 
Wednesday, one would have been lead 
to believe the Southern Railway's ex 
tension was to be made through Gar- 
rard for a certainty, whether the 
right-of-way was donated or not. We 
have found some to believe this, and 
want to assure them right now, most 
emphatically, that the road will not 
be built here uuless the ground is giv 
en the company. The Southern has 
made this survey, and its officers say 
it is exactly what they want, both in 
grade and in curvature. Now they 
will not run another line, nor enter- 
tain any proposition whatever to go 
another route if Garrard comes up to 
her offer in the matter. Garrard can 
and will, unquestionably deliver the 
goods if the land owners are anything 
like reasonable in their demands. As 
the money has to be made up by pri- 
vate subscription, of course we can 
not raise the amount necessary to pay 
unreasonable and disgustingly outrag- 
eous prices for the little strip of land 
running through a farm. Our people 
are perfectly willing to pay actual 
damages, but when a man has the 
nerve to ask the price for his entire 
farm, it is stretching the blanket just 
a little too far. Any man, with ordi- 
nary business ability, can see that the 
building of this road here means many 
dollars in the pockets of every citizen 
of the county, and, if his land is now 
so valuable, that it will make it al- 
most doubly so. If fehoao along the 
line will only talk to parties over 
whom a road now runs, th»y will learn 
that a railroad is not the disadvantage 
that som.' croaks are trying to make 
them believe. As far as the commit- 
tee has gone, they have met with fa- 
vorable replies from the land owners, 
and some of them have seen so clearly 
the advantage it will be to them that 
they have donated the land. We can- 
not beleive that we have any citizens 
so narrow-minded that when appro- 
ached by the committee the'' will try 
to gouge their neighbors of Garrard 
by asking fabulous prices. We do not 
believe there is one in the county who 
is so fond of a penny, or so greedy and 
selfish as to try and stop this road and 
thus forever and eternally shut us out 
from the world of commerce and pro- 
gress. Of course the courts can be 
called upon to condemn the land, but 
The Rkcoud would dislike very much 
for it to go out to the world that Gar- 
rard has within her borders a man 
that is so short-sighted and penny- 
wise as to place an obstacle in the way 
of the county's march to prosperity 
and advancement. Boyle and Lincoln 
inties are standing with open arms 
for this road, and will not only give 
the right of way, but will come up 
with any other request the rord may 
see proper to ask. Now, as we said at 
the outset, this road through Garrard 
only depends upon the right-of way. 
The company has the survey they 
want, it is as near perfect as it is pos- 
sible to make a road in this country, 
they want to strike the territory 
reached via this line, and no other 
line will be run if Garrard comes to 
the front as she should ani is perfect- 
ly able to do. The survey will be com- 
pleted to Jellico within the next ten 
or fifteen days and if this county 
inds ready to deli ver the goods, work 
of construction will be at once begun. 
As the distance from here to Burgin is 
short, it will only be a short time until 
trains can be runt ing to this county. 
Fellow citizens of Garrard, now is the 
opportunity of your life. If you let 
this pa>s, you may as well sit down and 
content yourself to always pay high 
freight rates, and be compelled to ship 
your products to one market. Why 
do this when the new road will open a 
line to all the North, East ai 
We do not believe you will.

Our friends over in Boyle county are 
hustling for the Southern and the 
Advocate is putting in some sledge- 
hammer blows to stir up 
In Monday a issue it says: 

Some people say: "It's no use trying 
to get that new railroad through Boyle 
county, the farmers will oppose it." 

The farmers will do nothing of the 
kind. The average Boyle county far- 



mer is too good a business man L_ . 
a chance like this. 

It is a plain business proposition. If 
another railroad would add more mon- 
ey every year to a roan's income, he 
would be a fool to oppose it. 

One thing that makes wheat six or 
eight cents a bushel cheaper in Dan- 
ville than at some distant points is 
that it cost!; six to ten cents per bush- 
el to get it to the other market. 

If another railroad i unning through 
l the county would reduce the freight 
j on wheat two cents a bushel, that two 
! cents would be added to the price the 
farmer gets for his grain. 

And if, by the same means, the 
freight on coal would be reduced 20 
per cent., coal would be that much 
cheaper here at home. 

That way we would be benefitted 
both coming and going. If, therefore, 
a man planks down one hundred dol- 
lars this year to help get a railroad 
and saves five hundred or five thou- 
sand during the l 
matter is reduced to a ! 
proposition. 

That's all there is in it.'

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The following editorial, in Satur- 
day's Courier-Journal, is of much in- 
terest to Garrard county people at 
present: 

"The announcement that the South, 
em railway has determined to build 
an extension 115 miles long, from Bur- 
gin to Jellico, is only one of many in- 
dications of the industrial revival 
which, though coming late to Ken- 
tucky, is coming at last. This being 
an agricultural State, it has not shared 
in the remarkable prosperity of the 
manufacturing sections, which began 
as early as 1897, and the work of de- 
veloping its resources has been almost 
suspended for years. However, both 
in Kentucky and in other parts of the 
South, we see the movement has now 
been begun on a substantial basis. 

Large purchases of timber and min- 
eral lands are being reported every 
week, and with this news there comes, 
as might be expected, evidence of rail- 
road building. The Southern railway 
is taking the initiative M the matter 
of constructing new lines, although 

id the 
i spending very 
large sums in betterments on their 
old tracks in this state. Within a 
short time we shall doubtless hear of 
new roads projected, making substan- 
tial additions to mileage and opening 
up in new directions the vast mineral, 
timber and agricultural resources of 
the State. The mileage of Kentucky 
is far too small for a condition of high 
agricultural prosperity, not to men- 
tion the development of our Manufac- 
tures, for which so many natural ad 
vantages are offered. Millions of acres 
of line farming lands are so remote 
from railway lines that thev can not 
send to market, and instead of pro- 
ducing a surplus the farmers of that 
sectiion are content with making a 
bare living. With new railroads to 
open up the markets these now inac- 
cessible regions would be regenerated. 

The people of that part of the state 
through which the new Southern line 
is to pass are to be congratulated. 
This city will be a large beneficiary. 
Important as this undertaking is, how- 
ever, it is trifling in comparison to the 
general development of which this is 
only an incident, but which is surely 
coming.

The Jew is not a disturber of the 
peace of any country. Even his ene- 
mies will concede that. He is not a 
loafer, he is not a sot, he is not noisy, 
he is not a brawler or rioter, he is not 
quarelsome, writes Mark Twain in 
Harper's Magazine. In the statistics 
cf crime his presence is conspicuously 
rare— in all countries. With murder 
and other crimes of violence he has 
but little to do: he is a stranger to the 
hangman. In the police court's daily 
long roll of "assault" and "drunken 
disorderlies" his name seldom appears. 
That the Jewish home is a home in 
the truest sense is a fact which no one 
will dispute. The family is knitted 
together by the strongest affections, 
its members show each other every due 
respect, and reverence for the elders is 
an inviolate law of the bouse. The 
Jew is not a burden on the charitiesof 
the State nor of the city; these could 
cease from their functions without af- 
fecting him. When he is well, he 
works, when he is incapacitated, his 
own people take care of him. And not 
in a poor and stingy way, but with a 
fine and large benevolence. His race 
is entitled to be called the most be- 
nevolent of all the races of men. A 
Jewish beggar is not impossible, per- 
haps: such a thing may exist, but there 
are few men that can say they have 
seen that spectacle. The Jew has been 
staged I in many uncomplimentary 
forms, but so far as I know no drama 
tist has done him the injustice to stage 
him as a beggar. Whenever a Jew has 
real need to beg, his people save him 
from the necessity of doing it. The 
charitable institutions of the Jews are 
supported by Jewish money, and amp- 
ly. The Jews make no noise about it: 
Tt Is done quietly: they do not nag and 
pester and harass us for contributions; 
they give us peace, and set us an ex- 
ample—an example which we have 
not found ourselves able to follow.

The Griflins are indicted 
for the killing of Wash Thacker and 
are now going to stand their examin- 
ing trial. They have been friends to 
the Whites in the late trouble in Clay 
county. It is the almost universal 
opinion here that the Griffins will not 
be held to answer for the killing of 
Thacker. It is not known what action 
the Philpots will take in the matter. 
Rev. James Philpot, who lives here, 
claims that the killing of Thacker will 
have a tendency to stop the trouble be- 
tween the Whites and Philpots. One 
of the Philpots told your correspond- 
ent that the Philpots could rally 450 
men, all voters, in less than 24 hours' 
notice. He also stated that they had 
recently purchased 45 Colt's revolvers, 
45-caliber, which were warranted to 
shoot on a level 200 yards. Also seven 
Winchesters which would shoot 1,100 
yards and a number of Winchester 
shotguns. He said: "We don't want 
trouble, but we are prepared for it." 

JOHN HURST PARDONED. 




Frankfort, Ky., Sept, 20.— Mrs. 
Hurst, 70 years old, left her home in 
Jackson county last week for Frank- 
fort to petition Gov. Bradley to pardon 
her son, John Hurst, a convict serving 
15 years. Having only a little money, 
she walked half the way. and Tuesday 
night was rewarded by a pardon, 
which enables the son to accompany 
her home. 

Once a year since 1892 Mrs. Hurst has 
made the tedious journey here on this 
mission, but only to be disappointed 
each time, till Tuesday, and when she 
saw her petition granted Tuesday even- 
ing she broke down and wept for Joy. 
The governor also pardoned Wm. Cox, 
Wm.

It is known 
now that it is the purpose of Auditor 
Stone to insist on this tax on stock in 
national banks, and steps will shortly 
be taken to enforce the collection by 
due process of law. In other states the 
banks have thought it best to pay for 
the stockholders as a matter of accom- 
modation to the state and to the stock- 
holders. No arrangement of the kind 
has been made in Kentucky, but Au- 
ditor Stone has said that if the banks 
would not pay the taxes he would see 
that the individual stockholders did.
